ton, where general sessions are to be held, 
but special sessions may be held elsowhere, 
to suit the public convenience, in which 
case the necessary expenses incurred are to 
be paid from the treasury. 
The first com­ 
missioners appointed, shall hold office for 
the term of two, three, four, five and six 
years respectively, the term of each to be 
designated by the president; their succes­ 
sors, however, to hold for six years each. 
Not more than three of the fiv e shall be ap ­ 
p ointed from the same p olitical p arty.

p ersons holding stocks and bonds of any 
common carrier, or holding official relations 
to such corp orations are declarad ineligible 
for ap p ointment.

The rep orts of the 
commission shall be in writing anil shall in­ 
clude the findings of fact on which they are 
based, and a recommendation as to what 
rep aration, if any, should be made by the 
common carrier to the injured p a rty; and 
such findings shall be deemed p rim a facie 
ev idence in all judicial p roceedings. 
Whenev er any common carrier shall re­ 
fuse to obey any lawful order of the com­ 
mission, it is made the duty of the com­ 
mission to ap p ly to the United States 
circuit court, sitting in equity, alleging the 
v iolation; and the court shall hear and de-^ 
termine tho m atter on short notice, and 
without the formal p roceedings of ordinary 
suits, but so as to do justice; and the court 
may in p rop er cases issue writs of injunc­ 
tion or other p rocess, m andatory or other­ 
wise, to restrain further v iolation of tne 
orders of the commission on the p art of the 
common carrier offending. 
I or such p ur­ 
p oses the circuit courts shall be deemed 
always in session. 
The bill requires that all charges for any 
serv ice 
in 
transporting 
p assengers or 
freights, or storing goods, 
by common 
carriers shall be reasonable; it p rohibits all 
rebates and drawbacks and 
ail unjust dis­ 
crim ination; requiring that all persons shall 
bo charged and treated alike for services 
rendered under substantially similar cir­ 
cumstances and condition*. 
Every common carrier subject to the 
bill 
shall, within sixty days after it becomes 
a 
law. file with the commission copies of 
all 
its tariffs of fares and freights, including 
its classifications and terminal charges, and 
shall make them public so far as the com­ 
mission may deem practicabla 
No 
ad­ 
vance on such published rates shall be made 
without ten days’ public notice. 
The long and short haul clause, reads as 
follows: 
“ That it shall be unlawful for 
any common carrier to charge or recei\ 
e 
Any greater compensation in the aggregate 
for the transportation of passengers, or of 
the like class and quantity of property sub­ 
ject to be provisions of this act for a shorter 
than for a longer distance over the same 
i.ne, in the same direction and from the 
same original point of departure, or to tho 
same point of arrival; but this shall not be 
construed as authorizing any common car­ 
rier within the terms of this act to charge 
and receive as great compensation tor a 
shorter as for a longer distance: 
Provided, 
howev er, that upon apjUcation to the 
com­ 
mission appointed under the provisions of 
this act, such common carrier may, in spe­ 
cial cases, be authorized to charge less for 
longer than for shorter distances for the 
transportation of passengers or property; 
and the commission may, from time to 
time, make general rules exempting such 
designated common carriers in such spe­ 
cial cases from the operation of this sec 
tion of this act, and when such exceptions 
shall have been made and published, they 
shall, until changed by the commission, or 
by law, have like force and effect as though 
the same had been specified in this section 
Any common carrier who shall violate the 
p rov isions of this section of this act shall 
te 
deemed guilty of extortion, and shall 
e 
liable to the person or persons against 
whom any such excessive charge was made, 
for all damages occasioned by such viola­ 
tion.” 
The bill now goes to the bouse for con­ 
currence.

A COLLEGE FOR THE COLORED. 


Claflin In stitu te, the University of Orange- 
b nrg, Oooth Carolina. 
Claflin institut® was founded in 1B62 b y 
Hon. Le® Claflin, of Boiton, father of Oot- 
•rnor Claflin, “for the higher educatloa of 
freedmen.” 
He b ought the b uildings imd 
grounde of Ute Orangeb urg female college, 
w ith other loose property that outlasted 
the Bherman raid through this section. The 
b uilding was b urned in lH7fl, and in a few 
months, on the same sight was erected the 
present commodious and attractive three- 
story b rick. 
A t first the school was a 
purely mimiionary institution, b ut It has 
followe« ! the usual course of such schools in 
the south—that is, the state has adopted it 
and added new department*. 
This system 
makes of this university, as of m any others 
in the south, a composite affair, which I 
Hnd it hard to describ a to readers accus­ 
tomed to think only of such unitary insti 
tutions as those of A n n Arb or and Madison. 
The state of South Carolina b ail long b ad 
a place for white b oys to take the agricultu­ 
ral course in the South Carolina college a t 
Columb ia; so it aJde i an ex actly sim ilar 
course for colored b oys, attached it to Claf­ 
lin, and now m aintains three professors 
hera 
The mechanical departm ent came 
nex t; so this university is, you may say, 
one-third the Claflin Mi.ssion college fur 
freedmen, one-third Bouth Carolina's colored 
dzpartineutof Columb ia collego,and oue-tb ii\l 
a manual training school, th© whole under 
the original Bostonian management, tem­ 
pered b y some very mild provisions on b e­ 
half of this state. 
The pupils pass from 
one class-room to the o..Ler without con 
sciousness of a change of jurisdiction, an; 
the two departments work in the utmost 
harmony. 
'1 he statj has three professors in 
the institute—Prof. 
W. J. 
Detreville, of 
mathematics; Prof. James S. Haywood, of 
natural sciences, and Prof. Julian A. isullzy, 
also of mathematics. 
And b y the w ay, ail 
three of these represent old and historic 
South Carolina familiea 
But they ai e 
joined in the most cordial relations with a 
Massachusetts faculty, teaching science to 
the sons and daughters of slaves, which 
good-hearted peoplb might take for a proof 
that the war is over. 
The total enrollment is 431, b ut not mor. 
than ijOu are now in attendance. 
Tne farm 
( onsists of 110 acres and is well cultivate 1-- 
(juito a model 
In the carpienter shop furni­ 
ture is made of Georgia pine. 
The girls, 
who nearly equal the b oys in numb er, do 
the housework, etc, 
A new system, how­ 
ever, is now to b e adopted, and the first 
b uilding for it is nearly completed, that is, 
the model homa 
Bix tcien colored girls are 
to occupy each house, under control of a 
matron, and practically m aster every de­ 
tail of cooking, washing, ironing, sewing, 
and adornment. 
It is wort’u stating that i» i 
the nine years of the institute under the 
new system there has not b een a death <iur- 
ing term or a scandal 
Both sex es en oy 
the freedom of the grounds and have oc­ 
casional social m eetings 
and the result 
s'eems to indicate that manual lab or is good 
for young peojde’s manners and morals.—
